DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 17 November 2010 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 6-12, 16- 
18, 22-24 and 27 directed to non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 6-12, 16-18, 22- 
24 and 27 been cancelled. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-4, 13-15, 25 and 26 are allowed for the reasons set forth in the previous Office 
action, mailed 17 August 2010. 

Claims 19-21 are allowed. The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably suggest 
an LCD display having a pixel electrode directly connected to the channel layer and insulated 
from the second electrode in addition to the accompanying features of the independent claim. 

A close prior art of record is previously discussed U.S. Patent 6,936,844 to Yamazaki et 
al. Yamazaki teaches a first substrate including a first transparent substrate, a channel layer 
formed on the first transparent substrate, a first signal line having a first electrode insulated from 
the channel layer and disposed at a position corresponding to the channel layer, a second 
electrode connected to the channel layer, a second signal line disposed over the second electrode 
and a pixel electrode connected to the channel layer via a conductive film layer and drain 
electrode and insulated from the second electrode and a second substrate corresponding to the 
first substrate and a common electrode formed on the second substrate and corresponding to the 
pixel electrode. Opposite the Applicant's claim, Yamazaki teaches the pixel electrode to be 
connected to the second electrode (drain electrode) and not insulated from the second electrode. 

Another close prior art of record is U.S. Patent Application Publication 2003/0094614 to 
Yamazaki et al. Referring to Figure 3b, Yamazaki teaches a pixel electrode (163) to be 
connected to a doped portion of the channel (144). Although Yamazaki teaches this direct 
connection as claimed by Applicant, Yamazaki fails to teach isolating a second electrode from 
the pixel electrode as well as the accompanying features of the independent claim. 
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Therefore, claims 1-4, 13-15, 19-21, 25 and 26 are allowed.
